Every one was-reticent as to the nature of 
Vanderbiit’s iliness, though it is believed to 
be a light attack of paralysis, caused by 
worry over his son’s proposed marriage to 
Miss Wilson. 

At first no one would admit that Vander- 
bilt was ill, but when the tanbark was 
spread around the the house they 
reluctantly confessed it. So ill was he today 
that Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr. did not go out 
at all, but remained with his father. Mrs. 
Vanderbilt and her daughter are at The 
Breakers,” but are expected in town tomor- 
rew. ; 

It is feared that his son's decision to marry 
with or without his consent has worried Mr. 
Vanderbilt so much that it brought on the 
paralytic stroke. 

Invitations had been sent out for a dance 
at “The Breakers” next’ week. Young 
Vanderbilt drove in Central Park with Miss 
Wilson on Monday, for the first time since 

the attack of inflammatory rheumatism 
compelled him to put off his marriage. 
» Though still weak, he is able to be about 
the house and will be with his father until he 
is out of danger. 


The marriage, which it was expected would , 


take place this week, will be postponed till 
his father’s health is restored. 


Vanderbilt's Railroad Studies. 
When Cornelius Vanderbilt was born, in 
Newdrop, in 1843, the Commodore, his grand- 


father, for whom he was named, was not a 


very rich man, and his father, William H., 


was oc tively „ Young Cornelius 
e e toa fen , 
the study of „ in which his family 
were the very best teachers. 

At 22 he was made Treasurer of the New 
York and Harlem railroad, and here he 
showed such mastery of financial affairs 
that when, in 1877, William H. was made 
President of the New York Central, the son 
made First Vice-President. In 1883, 
upon the retirement of his father, he be- 
came Chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the New York Central and Michigan Central 
railroads, and since then has stood at the 
head of the great Vanderbilt system. 

In 1870 he married Miss AliceGwynne. He 
was already a worker in the cause of the 
Episcopal Church, and with the growth of 
his fortune gave more liberally to religion 
and charitabie works. 

He is a devout member of St. Barthol- 
omew’s Church, and frequently has passed 
the collection plate in Dr. Greer’s church. 
He was an earnest advocate of the pénny 
provident fund, and other organizations for 
the welfare of the poor. 

His liberality has not been confined to 
church matters. He has subscribed largely 
fo he Metropolitan Museum of Art, the 
American Museum of Natural History, arid 
many other educational institutions. Hehas 
been a lavish entertainer. His magnificent 
home at Fifty-seventh street and Fifth ave- 
nue is probably the finest house in this coun- 
try, while at Newport The Breakers has a 
fence that cost $200,000. 

Gift to Opera Singers. 

Vanderbilt has given as much as $3,000 to 
grand opera artists to sing one evening at 
his home. He hired Jane Hading and 
Coquelin to recite for his guests. 

Vanderbilt has added greatly to the fort- 
unes left by his grandfather and father, and 
is believed to be worth anywhere from $100,- 
000,000 to $200,000,000. Unlike many other 
Millionaires he is credited with knowing to 


He is a director in more than thirty rail- 
way companies, and officially connected 
Organizations. He is a member of the fol-

ment east of Halsted, and several times the 
buggy was nearly overturned. 

At Jefferson street the unguided horse 
turned north. A Harrison street car was 
approaching Jefferson street from the bridge 
and arrived at the crossing at the same time 
with the runaway horse. Theanimal dashed 
against the rear platform of the car and the 
buggy was demolished. Biggs, with his 
children, was thrown to the pavement and 
lay stunned and helpless. 

The car was crowded with passengers, 
many of whom were riding upon the foot- 
boards.

The next minute the engineer, F. E. Ring, 
shouted to the employés and customers to 
get outof the basement. His warning was 
followed by a general rush to the exits. 
Clerks, customers, and cash girls.poured out 
into the street. With them came the ter- 
rible fumes of ammonia. The excitement 
caused by the hurried leaving’ attracted 
many to the scene, but all fell back, over- 
come by the powerful odor, 


Driven Back at the Door. 


Policeman James Johnston saw there was 
some excitement, and hurried to the en- 
trance. He got one foot on the first step, 
and started to put the other on the second, 
but the next minute met a reinforced wave 
of the odor and retlred in disorder, blindly 
stabbing at his eyes with his handkerchief.

CHICAGO MAN TALKS AT CHAUTAUQUA. 


Henry W. Schyke Tells About Russia 
and Seme of the Reforms That 
Are Needed There. 


Chautauqua, N. Y., July 14.—{Special.J— 
One of the most interesting lectures ever 
given at Chautauqua was delivered this.aft- 
ernoon by Henry W. Schyke of Chicago, a 
Russian, who spoke on The Russian Gov- 
ernment, the Czar and His Power, the Nihil- 
ist and His Proper Title.“ Mr. Schyke said 
in part: : 

“The Czar is the absolute ruler of the 
cotintry and is called the God over the earth. 
The people are forced to offer prayers to him. 
Since 1462 twenty-six rulers have sat upon 
the Russian throne. Of these twenty have 
been killed by the so-called Nihilists. I am 
not a member of this society, nor have I 
ever been a member. They do not want to 
destroy property, nor life, nor the govern- 
ment. They are strong supporters of the 
monarchy. They are educated people of 
One is more 
schools. The Russian colacks or dudes who 
come to America and talk about Russia’s 
Hine educational system first aroused me to 
speak. In this country over 20 per cent of 
the population is in school; in Russia less 
than 2 per cent. They also ask the abolition 
of slavery, for at present every Russian is 
born a slave to the Caar, who can sell or kill 
his subjects at pleasure.“ 

Mr. Schyke related many instances of per- 
secution by the secret police, and expressed 
the hope that the Czarina might influence her 
husband for reform. The lecturer was en- 
thubiastically applauded.

It was not these small amounts, however, 
which disturbed financiers and caused an 
additional depression in the stock market. 
Reports were current, and found ready cred- 
énce, that the steamships sailing for Europe 
this week will take away the largest quan- 
tity of gold shipped in any one week in 
months, Several of the largest gold ship- 
ping houses were said to be preparing to 
make shipments, and they would not dehy 
the report. 

The rate of exchange also advanced today 
to a point near where gold shipments will be 
profitable, and in addition there was the re- 
port that the Rothschilds are to-issuea new 
8200, 000,000 loan of gold to aid Russia in go- 
ing on gold basis. This was thought to be an 
indication that other large shipments on 
special contract will be made. 

Deputy Assistant Treasurer Muhleman of 
the Subtreasury, in speaking of this loan to- 
Gay, said; It the loan is made it will quite 
naturally result in gold being withdrawn 
from this country, but I have no information 
as to the loan and therefore cannot make a 
prediction.” 

The amount of gold which it is said will be 
withdrawn from the Subtreasury for ship- 
ment abroad this week is variously estimated 
at from $1,500,000 to $3,000,000, not including 
the $375,000 withdrawn by Heidelbach, Ickel- 
heimer & Co, yesterday. The net gold in the 
Treasury at the beginning of business today 
Was $8,420,655, and predictions were made 
that by Aug. 1 the goid reserve will be down 
to 590,000,000. 

The report sent from Washington last 
night that certain officials connected with 
the Treasury Department at Washington 
were predicting another gold bond issue oc- 
casioned some talk on the subject in Wall 
street circles today. It was the first intima- 
tion that. such an issue was contemplated. 
Several well-known bankers, however, said 
today that there would be no alarm on that 
score, for President Cileveland will undoubt- 
ediy issue bonds at any time it may seem 
needful to do so, even if it be in the heat of 
a Presidential campaign. ) 

Ido not want to be classed as a pessimist 
or a prophet, said one well-known finan- 
cler, but to me it seems quite clear that 
bonds will have to be sold by the govern- 
ment inside of the next six months, and 
quite possibly before election day. The 
craze to hoard gold will undoubtedly grow 
as the campaign progresses. Ignorant peo- 
pie will try to put away all the gold they 
can, believing it will sell at a premium be- 
fore very long.

No Uneasiness at Washington,

Gold Coin Sent from Baltimore. 

Baltimore, Md., July 14.—Assistant United 
States Treasurer Hammond today shipped 
by express $250,000 in gold coin from the sub- 
treasury here to New York. The money was 
sent by order of Secretary Carlisle.

Either that or there will be many who will 
see in this commingling of number 13 and 
Friday evidences of disaster awaiting the 
ambitious young Nebraskan. 

It is probably the fact, however, that he 
had more fun for his money than any ofthe 
other visitors during convention week, for 
his bill at the Clifton House for both himself 
and Mrs. Bryan amounted to only $43.50. 

A few days after his arrival he handed 
Mr. Kohler a package of bills amounting to 
$60 with the request that he place it in the 
office safe, This was done, and on the day 
of his departure he walked up to the 
cashier’s window and asked for his bill, at 
the same time calling for the $60 and ex- 
pressing the hope that it was sufficient to 
square his account.

Some people would have liked the Dem- 
ocratic organization of the East to take the 
lead and that would have been agreeable 
to Illinois.

That it is entirely and unquestionably 
the best thing the sound money Democrats 
can do to serve the country and at the same 
time save the party I have not the least 
doubt in the world.

ported by patriotic motives. Whatever we 
may say as Democrats we shall say first for 
the country and afterwards for the party. 
But we believe that the preservation of the 
Democratic party on its own foundation 
and as one of the great parties of the Nation 
is a high and controlling duty. 

And this is the best way to defeat Bryan 
—which must also be the end and aim of all 
sound money men. 

J know it is urged by a great many well 
known Democrats throughout the country 
against a Democratic convention and Dem- 
ocratic nominations that they will divide the 
sound money Democratic vote and tend to 
elect Bryan.

About Votes for McKinley. 


The weakness of that reason is that it 
looks at the comparatively few Democrats 
who, when November comes round, will vote 
for McKinley.

SAYS SEWALL IS A PROTECTIONIST. 


Senator Chandler Tells What He 
Knows About the Shipbuilder. 


Washington, D. C., July 14.—[{Special.}— 
In an interview today Senator Chandler of 
New Hampshire declared Sewall of Maine, 
the Democratic candidate for the Vice-Rres- 
idency, to be a protectionist. 

“I don’t know Sewall personally,” said 
Senator Chandler, but he always has been 
a Democrat of the strictest sect. He is con- 
nected with one of the largest shipbuilding 
and railroad corporations in New England. 
About a year ago he came out for free silver. 
I understand him to be a protectionist, as 
much against free ships and free trade as I 
am. He believes in incidental but ample 
protection by customs dutiés to American 
manufacturers and the wages of American 
labor. This may not make him acceptable 
to the Democrats, but will commend him to 
— Populists, who are largely protection- 

ts. 

His nomination makes the ticket more 
respectable, but no stronger. It will not 
give the ticket an extra vote in the East or 
perceptibly increase it in Maine. 

It has not the slightest chance to win 
unless we are to imagine that half the Amer- 
ican people will go crazy between now and 
November. A broad wave of insanity Is all 
that can elect the ticket.“

The Republican party said the Ameri- 
can people from tradition and interest are 
in favor of bimetallism, and the Democratic 
We hold to the use of gold and 
silver as the standard money of the country, 
and to the coinage of both gold and silver 
without discrimination against either 
metal.’ 

Thus you see that both parties declared 
in favor of gold and silver as the money of 
the country. Four years have passed since 
those ean mg de were written, and these four 
years have been years of momentous events, 
and as this campaign approaches the two 
great parties line themselves up on this great 
question. 

“The Republican party at St. Louis de- 
clared that the gold standard should be 
maintained until it could be changed.by in- 
ternational agreément. 

Note the language. That platform does 
not say that the gold standard is a good 
thing, because that platform pledges the 
party to get rid of the gold standard and sub- 
stitute for it something better as soon as 
it can be done, and declare that this change 
could not be made, this better substitute 
could not be received until the legislators of 
the world should help. [Long and continued 
applause.] : 

“The Democratic party met at Chicago, 
and it adopted a platform which is in direct 
opposition to the platform adopted at St. 
The St. ouis platform declared 
that the gold standard should be maintained 
until it could be changed by international 
agreement, until something else could be 
done. The Democratic party declared itself 
unalterably opposed to a single gold stand- 
ard. [Applause] And more than that the 
Republican platform did not promise you 
any complete monetary system. 


What the Democrats Did. 

“The Democratic party outlined what it 
desired to have done. It declared in favor of 
the immediate restoration of the free and 
unlimited coinage of both gold and silver 
at the present legal ratio of 16 to 1 {ap- 
plause}, without waiting for the aid or con- 
sent of any other nation. [Applause.]. We 
also declared that the silver dollar should 
be of legal tender for all debts, public and 
private, and that such legislation should be 
enacted as is necessary to prevent for the 
future the demonetization of any kind of 
legal tender money. 

More than that, the platform declared 
that the government should exercise the 
right to redeem thecoined obligations in 
either gold or silver. The issue is drawn, and 
we have our choice in this campaign between 
an 5 N ee system for the Ameri- 
can people and an English financial system 
to be forced on us. 2 af

I want you to ask two ques- 
tions which ought to be asked over and over 
again in this campafgn, each time with in- 
creased emphasis, and these two questions 
are these: 

It the gold standard is a good thing w 
ought we to try to get rid of it?’ newer 

‘And If it is a bad thing why should we 
keep it until some other nation helps us to 
get rid of it?“ fApplause.} 

I thank you, friends and fellow-citizens, 
for the interest which you have manifested 
and for the compliment which you have paid 
us by your assemblage here today. I can 
but beg of you that you shall do your duty 
as citizens. We who stand on the platform 
adopted at Chicago do not come to you as 
suppliants begging for yaur votes. Those 
votes are your own. You are free men, and 
no man should stand in the attitude of pe- 
titioning for a free man to do anything but 
what is according to his conscience, but we 
come before you. standing upon a platform 
and pledging its enforcement if elected; and 
we beg of you to study the questions, all the 
questions presented by the issues involved, 
and then let your ballots register a free 
man’s will. a

Cleveland, O., July 14.—[Special.}—The 
sudden death of Col. James Pecans, Mark 
Hanna’s brother-in-law, late this afternoon, 
disturbed the arrangements made for the 
reception of the Executive committeemen to- 
day and made the transaction of business 
impossible after the sad news reached Han- 
na’s office. 
| It is noticable that sentiment regarding 
‘the situatton of the campaign headquarters 

has been changing during the last few days. 
Chicago is coming rapidly forward as some- 
thing more than a possibility. It is one of 
the questions to be settled by the Executive 
committee at their session tomorrow, and it 
is agreed that in this, as other matters, the 
sole guide to action will be the welfare of the 
Republican party. Mr. Hanna has strong 
personal predilections for Cleveland. It is 
his home and it is but two hours away from 
Canton, the home of Maj. McKinley. As be- 
tween Chicago and New York, it is thought 
Hanna favors the more conservative course 
of adhering to precedent and establishing 
himself in the Eastern metropolis. 

But the committee itself is largely West- 
ern, and the representatives on it from Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Wisconsin, Kansas, and 
Arkansas constitute a numerical majority. 
It is agreed by all that Illinois is the pivotal 
State. There can be no advantage in direct- 

| ing the fight there and the fight through the 
Mississippi Valley generally from a point 
1,000 miles away. Ahother reason for a pos- 
sible change grows oUt of the factional trou- 
ble in New York. 

New-Yorkers Don’t Want It. 


Many residents of the State, men promi- 
nent in political and commercial affairs, 
have written to headquarters favoring Chi- 
cago, alléging the difficulties likely to fol- 
low any entanglement of the National com- 
mitte with the politics of the Empire State 
campaign. : 

Of the Executive committee, Henry C. 
Payne of Milwaukee, Wis., was the first to 
‘arrive. He was closeted with Mr. Hanna 
for one hour. Mr. Payne said he regarded 
his own State as one of the strongest and 
most certain in the Republican column. 

„ Wisconsin,” he said, is as devotedly 
for McKinley and sound money as New 
York or Massachusetts. I believe the West 
is the battleground this time, and Wiscon- 
sin is the nucleus about which Republican 
activities cluster. Illinois, Michigan, In- 
diana, Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska, and the 
Dakotas, Missouri, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
and Arkansas—all these are to be the scenes 
of strife, and all of them are to be carried 
for McKinley.

Manley of Augusta, Me., and William Mc- 
Kinley Osborne of Roxbury, Mass., came in 
together at the Lake Shore station, and were 
also escorted to Hanna’s office. Mr. Manley 
said Maine was safely Republican, but that 
no chances would be taken and nothing lost 
there through overconfidence. 


Manley Talks of Sewall. 


„ Mr. Sewall is fairly well known through 
the State,“ he went on to say. He is a rich 
man for Maine, the President of a bank, a 
director in our leading railroad, and inter- 
ested in many corporations. While not a 
popular man, he has a great deal of State 
pride, and will probably get out the full 
Democratic vote there.“ 

Gen. Osborne said there was no trouble 
whatever in Massachusetts, and cases like 
Wiliams were sporadic and would give 
little or no trouble.

How It Came About. 

Six hundred people have been paying car 
fare out of their own pockets for six weeks 
to attend the rehearsals of the spectacle 
„ Benamela at the park. They got no pay 
for rehearsing, with the understanding that 
they were to receive pay for the first week 
of the performance last Friday night. 

When Friday night came it was at the end 
of a week of large crowds and a successful 
week for the management. The men and 
girls of the performance were at the box- 
office after the play to get their wages. 
Nearly every one of the 600 people in the 
play had depended on Friday night. 

Manager Bickerdicke was at the office, but 

he said he had no money with him. In spite 
of the murmurs and the protests of the per- 
formers they were told they would have to 
wait till Monday night for their pay. There 
was nothing else to do. 
Monday night Manager Bickerdicke paid 
twenty-five of the men dancers, and told the 
remainder of the dancers and ballet giris 
they would have to wait till Tuesday night. 

Tuesday noon the theater at the park and 
about everything that was worth anything 
was burned up. 

The girls and the men dancers came to the 
park as usual last night. They were talking 
over their misfortunes and the alleged 
treachery of the manager when the Star of 
Beauty, otherwise Miss Maude Major, spied 
the alleged cause of all their troubles in the 
pavilion. 

Opening of the Trouble. 

“Look there, girls,“ the star shouted. 
„ There is that Bickerdicke up there now.“ 
Sophia and Amanda, the attendants of the 
star, turned their beams in that direction 
and alighted on the manager, too. 
fairy of the fountain, gazed in the same 
direction. Then all the sprites and fairies 
flew in the direction of the manager. Genius 
Danash moistened the palms of his hands as 
he took the lead. 

‘* Give us our money,” they yelled, as they 
climbed the stairs of the pavilion and cor- 
nered the manager.

They plucked his garment and 
pulled his whiskers, and then some one 
turned in a riot call. 

When the police arrived they caught the 
chorus girls by, the arms and dragged them 
out of the way till they reached the man- 
ager. Then they hustled him away.

He Shoots Himself Because He Has No 
Food for His Starving 
Family. 


Charles Ruzek, 34 years old, with a wife 
and four small children, shot himself fatally 
last night after having gone hungry for 
twenty-four hours in order that his children 
and his wife might have what there was of 
the scanty food in the house. 

Ruzek lived at N&8. 240 Nineteenth place 
and had been employed for the last few days 
at O’Brien’s lumber yard, Fiske and Twen- 
ty-second streets.

The commerctal “‘ value" of gold, or the market 
Price, is just what the coinage law says the mint 
price shall be. The commercial value or mar- 
ket price of the gold in the gold dollar is the 
price that the coinage law fixes on the bullion. 
It is not the stamp or the coih but the law that 
fixes what The Tribune calls the ‘‘ commercial 
value ot the bullion in the coin. 


What does the government do now when 
a man takes an ounce of gold to the mint to 
be coined? It merely gives him back for 
every 231-5 grains in the ounce stamped 
disks called eagles, halves, and quarter 
eagles. That man gets back from the mint 
precisely the amount of gold that he took 
there.

So if under a free coinage law a man 
were to take 371% grains of silver to the 
mint he would be given back that same 
weight of silver in the shape of a disk with 
a government stamp on it certifying to the 
weight and purity of metal therein. 

The so-called mint price“ can have no 
effect on the bullion value of either gold or 
silver, because the owner of bullion left for 
coinage gets his pay in the very metal he 
hands in. 

If the free coinage law were to say that 
the mint price of 371% grains of silver was 
23 1-5 grains of gold, and the mint was able 
to pay that much gold for that much silver, 
then assuredly no one would take less in the 
open market for his silver than the miut 
paid. 

If the mint were to pay out for every 
371% grains of silver presented more iron 
or copper or lead than those grains can buy 
now, and were to keep on doing it, then the 
value of silver bullion would rise, for more 
commodities could be got for it than now. 

But under free coinage the mint price of 
371% grains of silver will be just 371% 
grains of silver. Therefore the value of 
-those grains will remain just what it was. 
It will not change because the shape of the 
lump of silver has been changed. 

There is not a miner in Montana who will 
give now 281-5 grains of gold dust for 
371% grains of silver. Nor will one of them 
do so if a free coinage law is passed. Vor 
the value of neither gold nor silver can be 
affected by any “ mint price laid down in 
a coinage law. 

The government determines first what 
the unit of value shall be. At present it is 
281-5 grains of gold. That number of 
grains is calledadollar. Asthat number of 
grains is contained in an ounce nearly 
twenty-one times the mint price of gold 
is fixed at $20.67. 

But the purchasing power of the ounce of 
gold is not affected by the“ mint price,“ nor 
will the value of an ounce of silver be 
changed if the government says the mint 
price“ is called 129 cents instead of 69 
cents, which it is now. ä 

Therefore the unlimited coinage of silver 
would result in the minting of dollars which, 
as measured by the present standard, would 
be 50-cént dollars. They would contain 
nominally 100 cents, but each cent would 
be worth only half a cent.

THE GAS QUESTION. 

At the Council meeting night before last 
notices from some of the gas companies 
were received to the effect that their con- 
tracis with the city were about to expire, 
and unless they were renewed the com- 
panies would cease supplying gas. 

For some years the Council has been in the 
habit of appropriating too little for street 
lighting purposes. During the’ last year of 
the Hopkins administration only half 
enough was appropriated. This unbusi- 
nesslike way of managing city affairs has 
been responsible for a part of the present 
floating debt. 

This year the Council set apart $425,000 
for lighting the streets with gas. This ia 
only about half what a year’s lighting would 
cost. At the same time the Council, while 
authorizing the Mayor to make contracts 
with the gas companies, declared that the 
aggregate amount to be expended under 
such contracts shall be limited to the 
amount above appropriated.” As the con- 
tracts with the companies are about ex- 
piring, it is evident that the $425,000 has 
been pretty much used up, and that unless 
the Council appropriates more money the 
gas, will be turned off and the streets on 
which there are no electric lamps will be 
leftin darkness. That cannot be permitted, 
least of all at a time like this, when there is 
such an‘epidemic of crime. Bad as matters 
are now, they would be much worse if the 
street lamps were extinguished. 

This subject should be attended to by the 
Council before it takes its summer vacation. 
The money must be had to cover the cost 
of street lighting for the remainder of the 
year. The old custom of running into debt 
for gas has beenabandoned. That makesa 
further appropriation necessary.

PURELY A QUESTION OF HONESTY. 

In the speech made by him at Champaign 
on Monday Mr. Bryan said: 

The money question is not a complicated ques- 
tion, and it is presented in this campaign in the 
simplest form it has ever taken before the people. 
When this campaign is on, before the election ar- 
rives, there will be just one great question in this 
country, and that is Is this Nation great enough 
to attend to its own business? Is this Nation 
great enough to legislate for its own people? It 
so, then the people will demand a financial! policy 
based upon the American interest, and for the 
caring of American rights, regardless of the aid 
and consent of any other nation on earth. If this 
Nation is not great enoygh to attend to its own 
business, then to what nation can we go with the 
expectation of aid? Do you know of any nation 
that is standing ready to help us help ourselves? 
Is there a nation that sets up the plea that it cannot 
take care of its own people? It is left for the 
Unitéd States to humbly bow before the foreign 
nations and beg them to do that for which this 
Nation was instituted, to take care of the people of 
the United States.

The Johnson family is still ahead. The 


pew Lakeside directory for 1896, the first 


copies of which were distributed yesterday, 
shows that the Johnson family has not 
suffered, seriously the last year in deaths 
or removals from the city.

The directory publishers compute the

WYCKOFF ACQUITTED OF MURDER. 


Jary Returns a Favorable Verdict 
After Twelwe Hours’ Deliberation. 
Norton J. Wyckoff, who shot and killed

last April, was acquitted on the charge of 
murder yesterday morning by a jury in 
Judge Chetlain's court. Wyckoff showed

The jury was instructed, and retired to de- 
liberate upon its verdict at 4:45 o’clock on 
Monday afternoon. The verdict was agreed 
upon at 5 o’clock yesterday morning, after 
twelve hours of argument. On the first 
ballot the jury ie said to have stood seven 
for acquittal, four for manslaughter, and 
one for murder, with the penalty of death. 
This position was maintained for some time, 
when the four who had originally voted for 
manslaughter were won over.

THE WESTERN TOURNAMENT. 


Wrenn Brothers Do the Trick with 
Surprising Ease in Three Straight 
Sets—Matches Are All Too One-Sided 
te Provoke Much Exuthusiasm—The 
Tournament Will Run Over Until 
Monday of Next Week—Neel Broth- 
ers Also Win in Doubles. 


Except in one get the tennis in the Western 
championship tournament at the Kenwood 
Country club. yesterday was too one-sided. 
to be particularly interesting, and what 
promised to be brilliant and hard-fought 
matches turned out to be go-as-you-please 
walking exhibitions. The crowd was there 
and ready to applaud, but the ease with 
which the victories were won could scarcely 
make it forget the weather. Ware and 
Scudder, the Boston entries in doubles, were 
put out, but it was done so easily it created 
little excitement. 

In spite of the straight set nature of the 
contests the program as outlined was not 
completely finished, and already the man- 
agers begin to talk of playing the cham- 
pionship round on next Monday. This is be- 
cause the same men are in the concluding 
matches of both thé single and double tour- 
naments, and but one hard-fought struggle 
a day is all that each can get through suc- 
cessfully. . 

Two matches and two defaults finished the 
second round of the double tournament, and 
the four winning teams stand ready for the 
semi-finals. It took the Wrenn brothers but 
two games to dispose of Weidner and Bel- 
den, who stood at 6-all with them in the 
fourth set on Monday when darkness inter- 
fered. Then the Wrenns played Ware and 
Scudder, and made it a matter of three 
straight by the best of tennis. Hardy and 
McGillivray defaulted to Chase and Mc- 
Clellan, and Sanborn and partner did the 
same for Myers and Ryerson. The Neel 
brothers beat Routh and Roche from Cali- 
fornia, losing but one game. 

In the singles W. L. Myers had easy work 
with Leo Ware, to every one’s astonishment, 
taking two straight sets by small scores. 
As W. M. Scudder was defeated on Monday 
by Kreigh Collins this puts the Boston men 
out of the tournament in both Singles and 
doubles. Unless the West has improved 
greatly in its play since last season the 
Basterners have fallen off in their game, 
for they have proved a much easier proposi- 
tion than during the last tournament. 

G. K. Belden of Minneapolis kept up the 
splendid play which he has shown through- 
out the tournament by defeating handily 
his double partner, L. H. Waidner. His 
killing net work is beginning to be the talk 
of the critics, and many speculations are 
being indulged in as to his chances in the 
final rounds.

Barnetta and Valence Have a Lively 
Time in the 2:28 Trot, the Former 
Landing the Race—Mare from Buf- 
falo Has a Soft Spot—Maxim Makes 
Quick Work of the Other Starters in 
the 2:15 Pace — Sundiand Clay is 


Beaten. 


Saginaw, Mich., July 14.—({Special.]—The 
big band of trotters and pacers which ar- 
rived at Union Park this week for the seven 
weeks’ pilgrimage through the grand cir- 
cuit began their struggles for fame and 
fortune today. There were no sensational 
performances, but the contests never flagged 
in interest, every one of the thirteen heats 
resulting in a race from wire to wire. Fa- 
vorites were successful in two of the three 
events, but the divided heats in the 2:28 trot 
kept the spectators on tenter hooks for the 
greater part of the afternoon. 

Barnetta had been the good thing for the 
first race, but she looked anything but prom- 
ising when the test came. The Village 
Farm entry, Valence, was the dangerous 
number of the field, but, as Geers mérely 
ga ve thechestnut mare a “pipe opener“ in the 
first heat, it was impossible to get a line on 
her. Packett, a relative of Alix, had set the 
pace in this mile, but not a fast one, and 
when Mike Bowerman set sail for the leader 
with Barnetta she had apparently an easy 
task closing the gap of five lengths. The 
Kentucky filly found the handicap, and 
Packett had still a small margin left at the 
wire in 2:10. 

This exhibition turned attention to Val- 
ence, and, as she was good for better time, 
her stock went up before the second heat. 
Barnetta came to griel almost at the word 
and squared away. Packett and the other 
leaders were far ahead of the original fa- 
vorite. Geers drove one of his characteris- 
tic finishes, with Valence trailing Mar- 
guerite, who had out-footed Packett, and 
carrying the roan filly to a break half way 
down the stretch. 

Valence Becomes Favorite. 

The mile in 2:17% seemed so easy for the 
Buffalo mare that she was a greater favorite 
than ever, and she repeated the trick the 
next timé in the same clever fashion. Just 
when victory seemed sure Barnetta made a 
new resolution to go on a trot, and, coming 
fast around the last turn in the fourth heat, 
she took Valence’s measure and found the 
soft spot in here. It required a milein2:17%, 
the fastest one of the race, to do this, but it 
effectually disposed of Valence, who offered 
but a feeble opposition im the next two heats. 

Meantime the 2:15 pacers had come and 
gone, Maxim making quick work of her en- 
gagement after young Lyon had laid her up 
in the first heat. The Tennessee mare had 
no light task, for Nicol B., from Detroit, gave 
her the strongest kind of an argument in the 
third heat. The fleet pacers left the others 
a dozen lengths back and were at the half in 
1:04. From there they raced like a pair to 
the distance, when Nicol B.’s driver went to 
the whip. The horse responded gamely and 
closing again was only a neck behind. Max- 
im got home in 2:11%. This effort told on 
both horses, so that a mile in 2:13% gave 
Maxim the race after another exciting brush 
with Nicol B. 

Largest Field of the Day. 

The 2:16 trot brought out the largest field 
of the day, and Sundland Clay was considered 

equal to disposing of his ten opponents. 
It was even money on the Ohio horse before 
the race, and, as he merely got an exercising 
mile to begin with, the fact that Baker out- 


footed the rest in 2:17% did not affect the | 


betting. Prince H., another candidate from 
Detroit, had made so close a finish with 
Baker that the judges took ten minutes be- 
fore separating them. Most of the big field 
was bunched all the way in the second heat, 
and Baker again held his own. Sundland 
Clay got out of the ruck on the homestretch, 
but eould not reach the busy little gelding. 

The third heat was much like the previous 
one, except the clip. was faster, and Baker 
had a clean length the best of Sundland 
Clay, when Jean Dickerson lifted him home 
in clever style. The mile in 2:14% is a new 
record for Baker, and his victory was the 
most popular of the day, for the trotter was 
bred here, and is owned by the Treasurer 
of the association. Dickerson never pulled 
a line over the gelding until he came here 
from Terre Haute this week. 

For tomorrow the classes are the 2:40 
trotting, 2:20, and 2:10 pacing. In the latter 
are such fleet sidewheelers as Starplex, Lucy 
Pan, Choral, Barondale, Violetta, and Lettie 
Lorraine.

BEATS EDDIE BALD IN MILE OPEN 
AT BATTLE CREEK: ne

Gets Even with thé Buffalo Flyer for 
the Defeat Administered on Mon- 
day—Fight Down the Homestretch 
One of the Most Exciting Ever Seen 
n Any Track—Bald Smiles as His 
Conqueror Is Handed the Bouquet— 
Loughead Is a Coming Man. 


Battle Creek, Mich., July 14.—[{Special.}]— 
Six thousand people from Michigan, Tommy 
Cooper’s native State, went crazy today 
when their favorite defeated Eddy Cannon 
Bald in a good, clean, and well fought con- 
test. Nothing occurred to mar the finish. 
and the giants of the American path came 
into the stretch side by side.

Inch by inch Cooper 
gained, the distance opening so gradually 
that it could be seen. Loughead was at the 
side of Bald, who was fighting all the way 
down the stretch to gain first position and 
to maintain second place, his doughty Cana- 
dian opponent pushing him hard. As the 
tape was crossed Cooper had the race by 
half an open length and Loughead was 
third, less than a foot back of Bald’s front 
wheel. The last quarter was :29 3-5, the last 
eighth :13 3-5, and the race in 2:12 4-5. 

In their heats Bald had won the first, Coop- 


er the second, and Eaton the third. Bliss 


took second in the sprint in the last heat, and 
Sanger ran third. Three in the fastest heat 
and two in the others qualified, thus shutting 
Sanger out altogether. The order of the pole 
at the start was Cooper, Bald, Eaton, Baker, 
Loughead, Bliss, and Kennedy. The order 
back of the pacemaker at the half was Bald, 
Cooper, Baker, Bliss, Kennedy, Loughead, 
and Eaton.
